Mr. Joseph Jacobs has expended an enormons amount of labour on his bibli 
ographi al work on the Jewish Question, which has just been published by 
Mi Tribner. Mr. Jacobs h is a list of books, }? unphl ts, Spe hes,

Jewish periodicals, ’.which have been published in Europe and America during the 
perl extending from L875 to 4. Heals Fives selected specimens of | roadsheets. 
posters, &c. The list does not pretend to be exhaustive, but that it is sufficiently 
formidable may be gathered from the fact that it contains no less than 1,230 items. 
The character of the publication, pro-Semitic, anti-Semitic, and conversionist. is 
indicated in each case ; and the list comprises 295 items belonging to the first. 
and Le longing to the it cory. Mr. Jacobs has cven be mn at the 
pains to indi ate the important and interesting works. Nor has he -been content 
to.enumerate only those publications whieh professedly deal with the Jewish 
(juestion ; he has added many others which treat of it only incid: ntally. Thus, 
under the heading “ Hyndman, H. M.,” we meet with an article on “The Dawn 
of a Revolutionary Epoch,” contributed to the Nineteenth Century in January 
1881. and of which only a couple of pages are devoted to the Jews. Again, the 
article entitled “ Zuriickweisung der Blutbeschuldigung,” in Hamburger’s Biblical 
and Talinudical Cyclopedia, is duly noted. 


The work contains some curious information. While the Zines has had 
frequent articles, paragraphs, and letters on the Jewish Question, it would appear 
that Punch has printed but two articles on the subject, one illustrated by Dn 
Maurier, the other by Tenniel. Berlin, of course, has contributed largely to the 
flood of literature let loose by the Judenhetze, and most of the, journalistic pub 
lications of the German Capital have been hostile to the Jews, On the other 
hand. the Paris: Press has paid compar itively little attention to the cyte stion. One 
pro- Jewish and three anti-Semitic journals were published in Paris, but none have 
had a brilliant history. Mr. Jicobs lias not forgotten the posters announcing th 
wax works represt nting the massacre of Jews at Balta, which were exhibited at 
the Westminster Aquarium in June, 1a. He-has also inclnded in his list a 
Railway Ticket with the words “ Nach Je rusalem, Kein Retour-Billet.”” which 
was bal nded to be sent to Jews, and Cards to be enclosed in letters or fastened 
upon doors, with sach lew nds is Jud lass die Junef. r los n 
knecht Wahlt keine! Juden and Juden raus "(this last ornamented with 
death’s head and cross-bones). The quantity of literature, good, bad, and indif.- 
ferent. to which this one question has. given rise is abnormally large. As Mr, 
Jacobs observes,. “ the over-eagerness of the Jews to defend themselves. has 
clearly only served to add fuel to the thames by which they were being roasted.’ 
Jews could easily have dispensed with the greater number of the articles written 
by thei apologists. At the same tine, the coplousne Ks and spirit of Jewish pro- 
testations are evidence that we live no longer in an age when the Jew was wont 
tamely to submit to the caluinies of his enemics, and to be dumb like a sheep 
hefore the shearers. 


Mr. Edmund Noble in his account of the influence on the Russian mind of 
the Tartar conquerors, confidently asserts that “ the Russian habit of eating food, 
usually rice, in commemoration of dead relatives, is clearly of Tartar origin.” 
With the Atheneum reviewer, we must demur to this statement. The custom 
alluded to is very ancient and wide-spread. It will suftice to refer here to the 
still observed “ meal of the mourners’ (ANIQR ANyD) which had its origin in 
Biblical times.

Tre year which has just closed will fill a prominent page, of mingled 
shadow and brightness, in the annals of the Anglo-Jewish community. 
During 5645 Sir Moses M ONTEFIORE solemnly celebrated the courpletion of 
his hundredth year, and within the past few weeks the crave has closed over 
his mortal remains. Amidst manifestations of soy row, that were as sincere and 
profound as they were universal and unwonted, the modern Patriarch was 
buried at Ramsgate, by the side of his beloved wife, Jrprru. The ideal 
and consistent life he had lived, combined with his great age, had aroused 
the admiring and venerating attention of the whole world. 
was paid irrespective of class or creed, clime or country. 


The homage 
Jew and Christian 
vied alike with each other in paying him respect, and when in the fulness of 
of time “ Gop took him,” the world felt the poorer by a great and good 
man the less. 

The otherwise gloomy record is relieved by the circumstance that within 
a few days previous to the gleathkgof Sir Moses, his kinsman, Sir Naruan- 
1EL DE Rotuscuitp—the eldest son of Baron Lionet.—took his seat in 
the British House of Peers as Lord Rotuscuity, being the first Jew raised 
to the Peerage ; as his father was the first Jew elected a 


member of the 
House of Commons, The elevation of Lord Rotuscutnp was one of the last 
acts of Mr. Guavstrone, when handing over the reins of Government to his 
successor. Occurring simultaneously with the creation of Lord Roruscuitp 
asa Peer of the Realm, the appointment of Baron Hexry pe Worms tothe 
post of Parliamentary.Secretary to the Board of Trade in the Government 
of Lord Satuispury indicated that the position gained by english Jews 
depends not upon thie favour of any one political party : but that its foun- 
dations are deep and lasting. 

Lord Satissery was not long in power when he was asked to receive 
a representative Jewish deputation, to press upon his attention the inequit- 
able and precarious position of the Jews of Roumania, whose condition, far 
from being ameliorated by the 44th Clause of the Treaty of Berlin, has been 
debased by shamefaced trickery. Lord Satissury, at the interview held on 
August the 7th, expressed much sympathy with the Roumanian Jews, but 
held out little hope that practical measures are possible to enforee the ful- 
filment of the Berlin Treaty, to which Lord Savispury had himself appended 
his signature as one of the representatives of England. The Roumanian 
press, by its violent protests against the Deputation, give us hope that the 
members of the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Board of Deputies did 
not wait upon Lord Sanispery quite in vain, Public opinion in Europe, 
led by the English press, has expressed in no uncertain sound its verdict 
upon the outrageous manner in which Roumania has burked the conditions 
relating to the Jews, whereby she obtained the position of a Kingdom, 
There appear to be good grounds for believing that France and Austria may 
possibly take effective means—through their commercial relations with Rou- 
mania—to enforce an equitable interpretation of those conditions, 

The only other quarter in which perseention has raised its head against 
the Jews during the past year has been Morocco, where the Jews of Demnat 
have been subjected to insult and injury, which were for a time left unpunished 
owing to the hostility ofthe Vizier. Efforts made by the British Minister, 
the United States Consul-General and other diplomatists have resulted in a 
Satisfactory settlement. In all the other quarters of anti-Semitism a welcome 
lull is discernible, some electioneering rioting in Vienna being amply compen-

“On the Choice of a Profession” is a favourit subject for a school-boy s essay. 
The selection is always far freer on paper than in life, where the limitations upon 
the liberty of our action make themselves: too abundantiv felt. The choice of a 
religion is still more Darrow ly circomecribe I. and even the mere combination of the 
words sounds somewhat strangely in our ears. It is not only that the inajority of 
mankind continue to hold the “ame faith 4 hich thei: fathers held before them. but 
that particular religions appear peculiarly characteristic of or adapted to certain 
races and regions of the earth. To follow out this line of thought and test its 
correctness would lead too far, So muchat any rate seems trae. that of the histori- 
cal religions of the past not more than two could be professed by the modern 
European, And even in this modest number there may. be « xagyeration For, 
while of a supposed two Christianity moby ously one, if isn A matter of conte sted 
argument whether Judaism is another. And.: ven though it be allow ed that-Judaism 
may possibly consort with modern European éivilivation, it would seem hazardous 
to the verge of absurdity to claim for it any share ar intluence in future dev elop- 
ments of Religion through the Western world, 

Whatever value Judaism may have had in the pastas the parent of Christianity, 
and whatever help or interest its sacred literature may have beep. and still may be. 
to professed religionists or students of religion, Judaism itself. it is generally held. 
ceased to haveany further connection with the general course of historvor th yught, 
more than eighteen centuries ago. So far as concerns the world at large. ita dis- 
appearance Wis then final . 1. Can never hope to become am Fe ligious force acting 
beyond its own narrowest limits. Such a view of Jadaiem ix generally assumed as 
an axiom or treated as an acknowledyed mmonpla e: but, if cogent arguments 
were needed to substantiate it, they could be found in plenty. Sincé it is proposed 
here to put forward at few suggestions 1th rash (py sition to a commonly accepted 
conclusion, it is necessary to face the arguments on which that conclusion is based. 

At the present time, when civilization is growing firm and old, it is very impro- 
bable that a numerically insignificant sect should be able to exercise much influence 
upon the enormous majorities which surround it. 
made up of Jews and the large majorities of Christians, this improbability is greatly 
increased. For Judaism has natural difficulties to contend with in the way of 
extending its teachings to others beyond its pale. Just as in bygone ages. when the 
times were ripe for the introduction of a newer and higher faith upon the Empire 
of Rome, the religion which fulfilled the needed conditions was compelled to break 
away from Judaism, although it bore a Jewish origin, and just as in those fer-off 
days the national wrappings in which the larger doctrine was hidden away from 
vulgar gaze bad to be broken through and torn asander, that the world might reap 
the benefit of that which they concealed; so in our own age does the inherently 
national form of Judaism necessitate its national exclusiveness, Nor is this all 
Civilization is penetrated with Christianity. It has soaked its way. it is alleged, 
through every form of culture so effectua'ly that, so long and so far as an historical 
réligion is wanted at all, that religion cannot be another than Chri-tianity, Least 
of all can it be a religion out of which Christianity itself grew. For, where Judaism 
is best spoken of, it is generally held that Christianity is its higher, more universal 
form. It isthe flower of which Judaism isthe stem. All the valuable elements in 
Judaism are taken up into Christianity, which has added to them many original 
truths and excellencies of its own. It has discarded the Jewish limitations of form, 
and spiritualized the Jewish doctrine. It is,in short, regarded as a higher develop- 
ment of religion ; and, though, out of and from it the world may possibly pass on to 
a yet higher stage of religious thought, it can never revert to a lower level. Reli- 
gion, like every other side of civilization, must go forward, Retrogression means 
decay, 

Judaism is thus treated as a survival and an anachronism. The modern Jews of 
Western Europe or Americaare spoken of as the victims of an inconsistent dualism 
which is none the less real because for the most part not consciously experienced. 
When they are wakened from their dream, they will see that they must either lose 
their modern civilisation and their modern patriotism, or abandon a religion irre- 
concilable with the larger bulk of their ide.s and their practice, cannot 
cast off its Castern and national skin without losing its identity : any attempt, so 
it is said, to adapt the old framework to new and alien conditions has resulted. and 
can only result, in an empty, colourless, and unemotional creed, which can exercise 
but a ling¢tring influence upon its own immediate admirers and none upon those 
outside it,* 

If there were noreasons for suspecting some want of judicial impartiality and 
scientific comprehension of facts preceding the formation of these opinions, it might 
seem hazardous to question such a unanimity of coodemnation. It is in any case 
only with the utmost diflidence that I venture to criticise the conclusions of a long 
array of illustrious writers, belonging, moreover, to various schools and represent- 
ing very opposite phases of religious thought. The way bad best be paved by stating 
some of the reasons just alluded to which tend to weaken the value of an otherwise 
overpowering concurrence of opinion among scholars, 

These writers are either Christians themselves or are accustomed to regard Chris- 
tianity as the highest among historical religions. Christianity certainly grew out 
of Judaism, whatever the exact measure of its originality may te ; and not only is 
it of Jewish parentsge, but while it has absorbed and adopted certain portions of 
Jewish teaching, it has rejected others; and of others, again, it has claimed the 
authorship, as if they were fresh creations of itsown. Of these new doctrines and 
dogmas, some may have grown hoary and decrepit with age, some maybe rejected 
in their theological form by many thinkers, and some denied altogether ; but those 
who do this show no more inclination than the most attached believers to go back 
to the faith of which Christianity was born. If Christianity does not go far enough 
to satisfy their developed sense of religious requirements, Judaism, in their opinion, 
lags still further behind. Hence we find, to begin with, a strong tendency to use 
Judaism as a foil for Christianity. In the words of orthodoxy, Judaism is the old 
dispensation, Christianity the new: the former is the preparation, the latter 
the fulfilment; the one is fitted for the childhood of humanity, the other 
for its manhood. And, when the phrases of orthodoxy are put aside, Judaism 
receives no gentler treatment. The supposed specific excellences of Christianity are 
shown to be painfully absent in the older faith, and the breadth and height of 
Christian teaching are made all the more conspicuously prominent when brought imto 
glaring contrast with the narrow doctrine and mechanical externalism of the sup- 
planted creed, Philosophical writere, who are not bound to deal tenderly with the 
sacred books of the Hebrews, have pushed this method of contrast to its furthest 
limita, Eager to find system where no system was intended, they pay too little 
attention to the natural inconsistencies and incompleteness of thought among the 
Hebrews of old. Isolated phrases of the Old Testament are taken, and consequences 
€rawn from th+m of an irreligious character, They are speculatively shown to be 
incompatible with higher religious idea», and hence it is argued that a new depar- 
ture ‘was necessary for the cause of religious development. And, while the acknow- 
kdged merits of the Old Testament are regarded as adumbrations or premonitory 
‘ymptoms of the coming splendour, the inadequacies of form or ex pression discerned 
by philosophic criticism in the various books of the New Testament are regarded as

unimportant remnants of Judaism, to be easily distinguished and removed from the 
genera] body of doctrine. While sentences from the Old lestament are shaped into 
a system of low religious development, scanty extracts from the New are made to 
assume the large conclusions ofa long and many-sided religious progress, * 

Lastly, while Christianity is not held to be the same now as it was eizhteen 
hundred years ago, or while the amount of its advance is read into the records of it 
origip, Judaism is supposed to be either exactly the same as it was then, or, if it has 
changed for the better, to be losing its true character, Christianity, apparently, ean 
develop without losing its distinctiveness: Judaism cannot. Thus, two things are 
done : first, a one-sided conception is formed of Judaism as it was; and, secondly, 
no divergence from this incomplete conception is recognised or admitted. Whether 
Judaism may not have developed in the very directions where its inadequacy is 
most generaily set forth, whether at any rate it may not be capable of development 
along its own lines, is never thoaght worthy of consideration, For students of 
religious philosophy, Judaism usually means an exaggerated representation of cer- 
tain characteristics of the faith at the time of Christ ; and the Judaism of the pre- 
sent day ix imagined either to be identical with the supposed Judaism of the past, o1 
so far as it is different, to be Judaism no more. But why should not the Judaism 
of the nineteenth century have as good a claim to be regarded as a true form of the 
Jewish re‘igion asthe Judaism of anyearlier age’ leven venture to believe that 
the possible Judaism of the fature, to which the course of events is pointing, might 
still be properly designated by the old name. 

But, although the arguments used against a possible revival of Jewish influence 
in the evolution of religion are somewhat qualified by these considerations, they still 
remain « sceedingly strony, l am therefore bound to repeat that it is but tentatively 
and with much hesitation that I now proceed to point out certain elements in Judaism 
which may give its justification a reality and its existence a value at the present 
time. 

That we are now living in a period of much religious unrest and disquietade is 
tolerably clear. Keligious sensationalism on the one side is confronted by secular- 
ism on the other. Every creed is on its trial: none can hope to escape the white 
light of critical and historical investigation. Bat the orthodox defenders of estab- 
lished faiths are no less eager than ever to maintain their ground. The pretensions 
they put forward aré as high and sweeping as in the past, and the vehemence 


of the one party. is matched by the obstinate re-istance of the other. Heal, 
though liberal, religious opinions may at present have no wide influence, 
but their mere existence has an importance of its own, There isa value in 


a creed which protests against the extravagances of two opposite poles of religious 
opinions, while it supports what is true and genuinely tignificant in either. The 
mere support and protest given in an unconscious or semi-conscious manner by a 
creed. which does not trouble its head about the world beyond it, are not without 
their use, as. given consciously and deliberately. they assume a deeper significance. As 
such a creed of reconcilement and mediation, Judaism deserves, I think, a fuller 
recognition than it usually receives, 

It is very difficult to express accurately, and yet briefly, the merits which are 
here claimed for it: but, for the sake of making the path we have to tread easier and 
the goal more prominent, it may be well to avoid the dulness of circumlocution, even 
atjthe risk of a misleading brevity 

Judaism teaches a mean between Trinitarianism and Deism. It protests against— 
the superfluity of the one and the inadequacy of the other, It protest= against the 
insufficiency of an ethic which ignores God ; but it supports those who teach that 
the hivhest action is moral action, governed by purely moral views. It aszerts the 
necessity of faith, and it is not without a theology of its-own ; but it is unfriendly 
towards dogmas which are with difficulty harmoyized with reason, and it is hostile 
to’others which need any squaring with the most rigid reqairements of morality. 
While it protests against any iafringement of intellectual freedom, it is anxious to 
preserve a collective or organic unitythroughout its parts, It seeks to keep a hold 
upon the past, but to develop ia the future; to maintain the truth of revelation 
without being riveted immovably to the written record of asingle revelation in by- 
pone ages. ; 

Two opposite forms of thought have here been pointed out, to which Judaism 
is supposed to supply a needed corrective or balance. But these bare assertions con- 
tain little beyond negatives, and nothing beyond vagueness. They need filling up 
by substantive illustration and proof. We have to look for the positive character- 
istics of value which Judaism either now possesses or which it might develop from 
itself. In other words, we have to ask, How far does Judaism, satisfy the actual 
requirements of a modern religion < 

So worded, the idea may sound grotesque, A religion does not usually claim to 
satisfy existing requirements : it rather asserts the possession ‘of truths which are 
unknown or opposed to the teaching and We/tanschauung W hich it strives to sup- 
plant. If we were to pretend that a general test for the success of a new faith is 
the degree to which it can harmonize with the opipions it finds alrea ly establishe-l, 
the single example of Christianity would be sufficient to demolish so foolish an Idea, 
But in the present time, under changed conditions, it is very difficult to realize how 
a creed which should put forward doctrines in such startling contrast. to the existing 
body of religious opinion, as were the doctrines of Christianity to the heatbenism 
and philosophies of the Roman world, could meet with any brilliant success 
Civilisation is édlder and more stable. It werethe very depth of pessimism to believe 
that all the religious results of such long and splendid epochs of history should have 
to make way for wholly alien ideas. Forms of thought may change in expression, 
and grow in purity and fullness ; but there are general, moral, and religious tenden- 
cies which, while passing forward to better, deeper realisation, will never be entirely 
set aside, Yet it would indicate an overweening belief in his width and accuracy of 
vision, ifany man should attempt to lay down positively a list of conditions which 
a religion of the future will and must fulfil. Such a list may be offered tentatively 
for what it is worth : in this case, as sketchy and immature saggestions, of which 
the small possible value is probably still further reduced by their being framed tou 
partially in the interests of a particular faith

Owing to the multiplicity of murders of Jews, the Rabbis of Fez have sent a 
strong representation to the Alliance Isra¢lite of Paris. Since the commencement 
of the year the number of Jews murdered in Moroceo has alrealy reached eleven, 
of which six were in the neighbourhood of Fez, two in the province of Tedla. near 
Morocco ; two who were brutally tortured, at Kasbat Ben Mellal, having been stoned 
to death, were afterwards hung to trees and fired at. and subsequently burnt in a 
lime-kiln, 


From Demnat we are informed that Mordecai ben Ocha, who went out to 
gather his crops, was murdered, and it was only on paying a large sum in bribes that 
the body could be recovered fur burial, 


After the recent ontrage on the Jews, who returned to Demnat bearers of the 
Sultan's edict, his Majesty sent the Jews a letter saying that if they would return 
to Demnat they would be under the special jarisdiction of another Governor, who 
wonld have a deputvat Demnat. This, however, instead of bettering theircondition 
only makes it worse, as the Governor, Hadj Gilalli, holds full sway over the town 
and provinces and has, therefore, the power of doing greater injury than before by 
refusing to punish any of his subjecta who wrong the Jews. 

Most of the trades formerly carried on at Demnat by Jews have now been taken 
Away from them an: are carried on by Moors No protection of life and property is 
given to any who venture outside the town, and even these who reside within it: 
walls dare not venture ont after supaet. as the police which was formerly responsille 
for their safety has been suppressed. 

Official letters have been sent by the Rev. David Amar to the British, French 
Italian and American representatives at Tangier, and [am informed that Sir John 
Hay has been so muchirritated by the mannerin which the former arrangement 
was violated that he proposes to demand and insist on the removal of Had) Gilalli. the 
trrannical Governor, from all official employment 

The same letter announced that a young Jewish woman has been ontraged br 
one of Hadj Gila'li's relatives who holds a sort of command over the police of thi 
town. The Moorish notaries have refused to take down the victim's declaration out 
of fear of the Governor s vengeance. 

The article, pudlished by the G@/obe of July 23rd from its Tangier correspondent 
has caus-d great indignation among the Jewish comrhunity, The most painful part 
of the case is that such calumnions reports are reproduced by many anti-Jewi-h 


publications, and feed the fanatical flames of the ignorant, who find in such rubbi<h 
n echoof their feelings, and hesitate not to qualify it as the opinion of Englishmen 
It is surprising to more than myself, that the (/vhe's correspondent, ostensibly an 
earnest advocate of humanity, should lend himself to anti-Semites to the extent of 
writing that which he knows to be untrue, and merely got up by unscrupulous 
perscns to serve their own unworthy ends 

It is evident that many fortone-hupters who come to Morocco in the belief of 
finding there nothing butigoorant natives, a ready prey for theie wits, vent their rage 
of disappointment at their non-success, by accusing the Jews of all that is dishonest, 
and are most prodigal of inveetives whenever they happen to meet inexperienced 
ournalists who can be indneed to believe the falsehoods that are told them.

JERUSALEM, AvuGuST 23RD, 1885. 

The feeling of stupefaction which seized the inhabitants of the Holy City when 
the death of Sir Moses became known has been sueceeded by great anxiety among 
those who directly and indirectly were benefited by his benefactions. The “ charity" 
bestowed so bountifully and, the truth must be said, without due diserimination, 
has been regarded in many quarters as a legitimate source of income. The kind 
heart which, at every throb, had a benevolent regard for Jerusalem, was yet indy). 
gent for many grave drawbacks which attended an indiscriminate distribution of 
alms. Those who understand the importance of this question, and how seriously it 
affects the future welfare of the Jews of Palestine, earnestly hope that as time goes 
on, and individual “ vested interes's " gradually lessen, more and more assistance 
will be given to those institutions which have for their object the permanent ame. 
lioration of the condition of the poor, and to endeavour to lessen, instead of increas. 
ing, their reliance upon eleemosynary aid. 

The community of the Sephardim have suffered a severe shock by the with. 
drawal of the Moghrabim (African Jews), who have constituted themselves as an 
independent community. After having tried in vain to bring them back to their 
former .condition, the Elders of the. Sephardim offered to admit some 
them into their Committee.

The Moghrabim, however, declared that they 


did not want this privilege, because they felt perfectly able to manage their own 
affairs. Many complaints have been heard about this new separation in Israel, but 
as the question of money is the. motive power, it seems but just that those most 
concerned in it should have to divile it. As the Moghrabim only claim that the 
alms-money sent from their countries should be left at their own disposal, so that 
they might administer and distribute it to the best of their ability; and as their 
whole body—not only the Chachamim—are united in this purpose, there does not 
seem much to be said against them. 

The prospects for the ensuing winter are not good ; prices of breadsiuffs are 
steadily rising.

Most of the wel!-directed colonies are making most satisfactory progress. The 
others have to strive hard: for their very existence. The young Russians of the 
Bilu Society, who were provisionally settled at Katra, are losing courage. It isnow 
almost four years since these young men, most of them edacated and of gool 
fumilies, gave up the enjoyments of civilised life to bury themselves in soli- 
tadé, physical and moral, solely and heroically cedicated to manual labour. They 
have received many encouragements in words, after the Russian fashion, but very 
little in deeds, They are not yet housed, neither is the property divided. If the

that the unhappy youths will be found t» give in and leave the country, | afavoar- 
able news also reaches us from Petach Tikva. After the departure of the Rev, Dr 
Hermann Adler and Mr, Benas, no impeliment, ace rding to the Pasha’s word, was 
placed in the way of the colonists ; they gladly began constructing their houses, 
employing cnly Jewish labour, But of late the wind has turned. By a new order 
the work of building has been stopped, and all the workmea had to ba dismissed—a 
hard stroke not only for the much-tried colonists, but also for those Jewish emi- 
grants, mostly Roumanians. that have settled at Jaffa, and who were only too happy 
to earn their daily bread.

For somé time past a large portion of the Jewish community ia this city 
has been harassed by the measure of expulsion which the Prussian Government 
has decreed irainst all Russi ins, Poles and G iliclans who reside in this country. 
Althongh not directed against the followers of any particular religion, the mea: 
sure has gre atly affected the Jews, who form about 25 per cent., or nearly aL 
souls, of the persons falling under the ban of expulsion. In this town of Posen 
alone there are about 30 Jewish families, out of a total of 150, who have received 
peremptory orders to leave b ‘fore the Ist of October, failing which they will be 
for ibly turned out by the police, and transported ACTOSS the frontier. As the 
result of these proceedings great distress prevails among the families of the 
working classes who have been left behind, while the .breadwinners have gone 
abroad in order to seek out new homes for themselves and their belongings. rhe 
wives and children have been left to the kind merey of the congregation, who 
are collecting funds ‘owards their maintenance, 

Our Chief Rabbi, Dr. Feilchenfeld, has been engaged during the last twelve 
months in elaborating a plan for the establishment of a Seminary in which shall 
be trained religious teachers, Readers and Shochetim for Jewish congregations: 
In several parts of this province there is a great dearth of competent native 
teachers of religion. The teachers are mostly Poles, who labour under the disedyat 
tage of being unacquainted with the German language, pure and simple. Althoug' 
the other Rabbis in the province promised their hearty co-operation, the project 
would have fallen through, but for a remarkable stroke of good fortune where 
came to the assistance of its promoter. A Jewish millionaire, named Rohr, dies 
a few months ago, and one of his sons, who is childless, has determined - 
honour the memory of the departed by devoting the munificent sam of mo . 
marks (£20,000) towards the establishment of the Seminary, provided that 1 oS 
located in his father’s native place. It need hardly be said that this condition 
was joyfully accepted. Other meimbers of the same family have likewise en 
forward with liberal promises of support. The success of the intended instuutatre 
is therefore ensured.

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A JUSTIFICATION OF JUDAISM.

“On the Choice of Profession is a favourite subje for school-boy 's 
The selection is always far freer on paper than in life, where the limitations upon 
the liberty of our action make themselves too abundantly felt, The choice of a 
religion is still more narrowly circumscribed, and even the mere c ymbination of the 
words sounds somewhat strangely in our ears. It is not only that the majority of 
mankind continue to hold the same faith which their fath rs held before them. but 
that particular religions appear peculiarly characteristic of or adapted to certain 
races and regions of the earth. To follow out this line of thought and test its 
correctness would lead too far, So much at any rate seems trae, that of the histori- 
ca! religions of the past not more than two eould The professed hy the modern 
Earopean, And even in this modest number there thik be exaggeration lor, 
while of a supposed two Christianity ix obvi pushy one, it is a matter of contested 
argument whether J udaism is another And, even though it be allowed that Judaism

Whatever value Judaism may have had in the past a the parent of Christianity, 
and whatever help or interest its sacred literature may have been, and still may he. 
to professed religionists or students of relivion, Judaism itself, it is generally held. 
ceased to have any further connection with the general course of history or thought, 
more than eighteen centuries ago. So far as concerns the world at large. ite clis- 
appearance Was then final: it can never hope to become a re ligious force acting 
beyond its own narrowest limits, Such a view of Judaism is generally assumed as 
an axiom or treat das an acknowledwved « mmonplace : but, if cogent arguments 
were needed to substantiate it, they could he found in poli nty Since it is proposed 
here to put forward a few suggestions in rash opposition toa commonly accepted 
conclusion, it is necessary to face the arguments on which that conclusion is based. 

At the present time, when civilization is growing firm and old, it is very impro- 
bable that a numerically insignificant sect should be able to exercise much influence 
upon the enormous majorities which surroond it. But, when the smal] majority is 
made up of Jews and the large majorities of Christians, this improbability is greatly 
increased, For Judaism has natural difficulties to contend with in the way of 
extending its teachings to others beyond it« pale. Just as in bygone ages, when the 
times were ripe for the introduction of a newer and higher faith upon the Empire 
of Rome, the religion which fulfilled the needed conditions was compelled to break 
away from Judaism, although it bore a Jewish origin, and just as in those far-off 
days the national wrappings in which the targer doctrine was: hidden away from 
vulgar gaze bad to be broken through and torn asunder, that the world might reap 
the benefit of that which they concealed, so in our own age does the inherently 
national form of Judaism necessitate ita national exclusiveness. Nor is this all. 
Civilization is penetrated with Christianity. It has soaked its way. it is alleged, 
through every form of culture so effectua Ly that, so long and so far as an historical 
religion is wanted at all, that religion cannot be another than Chri-tianity. Least 
of all can it be a religion out of which Christianity itself grew. For, where Jadaism 


is best spoken of, it is generally held that Christianity is its higher, more universal, 


form. It isthe flower of which Judaism is the stem, A]! the valuable elements in 
Judaism are taken up into Christianity, which has added to them many original 
truths and excellencies of its own, It has discarded the Jewish limitations of form. 
and spiritualized the Jewish doctrine. It is, in short, regarded as a higher develop- 
ment of rv ligion >and, though, out of and from it the world may possibly pass on to 
a yet higher stage of religious thought, it can never revert to a lower level. Reli- 
gion, like every other side of civilization, must go forward, Retrogression means 
decay, 
Judaism is thus treated as.a survival and an anachronism. The modern Jews of 
Western Europe or Americaare spoken of as the victims of an inconsistent dualism 
which ie none the leas real because for the most part not consciously experienced. 
When they are wakened from their dream, they will see that they must either lose 
their modern civilisation and their modern patriotism, or abandon a religion irre- 
concilable w ith the larger bulk of their ide.s and their practice, J udaism canbot 
cast off its Eastern and national skin without losing its identity : any attempt, so 
it is said, to adapt the old framework to new and alien cocditions has resulted. and 
can only result, in an empty, colourless, and unemotional creed, which can exercise 


but.a lingtring influence upon its own immediate admirers and none upon those 


outside it,’ 

If there were no reasons for suspecting some want of judicial impartiality and 
scientific comprehension of facts preceding the formation of these opinions, it might 
seem hazardous to question such a unanimity of coodemnation. It is in any case 
only with the utmost ditlidence that I venture tocriticise the conclusions of a long 
array of illustrious writers, belonging, moreover, to various schools and represent- 
ing very opposite phases of religious thought, The way bad best be paved by stating 
some of the reasons just alluded tu which tend to weaken the value of an otherwise 
overpowering concurrence of opinion among scholars, 

_ These writers are either Christians themselves or are accustomed to regard Chris- 
lianity as the highest among historical religions. Christianity certainly grew out 
of Judaism, whatever the exact measure of its originality may te ; and not only is 
it of Jewish parentige, but while it has absorbed and adopted certain portions of 
Jewish teaching, it has rejected others; and of others, again, it has claimed the 
authorship, as if they were fresh creations of its own. Of these new doctrines and 
dogmas, some may have grown hoary and decrepit with age, some may be rejected 
id their theological form by many thinkers, and some denied altogether ; but those 
who do this show no more inclination than the most attached believers to go back 
to the faith of which Christianity was born. If Christianity does not go far enough 
to satisfy their developed sense of religious requirements, Judaism; in their opinion, 
lags still further behind, Hence we find, to begin with, a strong tendency to use 

udaism as a foil for Christianity. In the words of orthodosy, Jadaism is the old 
dispensation, Christianity the uew: the former is the preparation, the latter 
the fulfilment ; the one is fitted for the childhood of hamanity, the other 
for its manhood. . And, when the phrases of orthodoxy are put aside, Judaism 
receives no gentler treatment. Thesupposed specific excellences of Christianity are 
shown to be painfully absent in the older faith, and the breadth and height of 
Christian teaching are made all the more conspicuously prominent when brought ito 
glaring contrast with the narrow doctrine and mechanical externalism of the sup- 
planted creed, Philosophical writere, who are not bound to deal tenderly with the 
sacred books of the Hebrews, have pushed this method of contrast to its furthest 
limits, Eager to find system where no system was intended, they pay too little 
attention to the natural inconsistencies and incompleteness of thought among the 
Hebrews of old. Isolated phrases of the Old Testament are tuken, and consequences 
‘Tawn from tht m of an irreligious character. They are speculatively shown to be 
‘incompatible with higher religious idea», and hence it is argned that a new depar- 
ture was necessary for the cause of religious development, And, while the acknow- 
kdged merits of the Old Testament are regarded as adumbrations or premonitory 
‘ymptoms of the coming splendour, the inadequacies of form or expression discerned 
bY philosophic criticism in the various books of the New Testament are regarded as

unimportant remnants of Judaism, to be easily distinguished and removed from the 
general body of doctrine. While sentences from the (>) ] Testament are shaped into 
a system of low religious development, scanty extracts from the New are made to 
assume the large conclusions ofa long and many-sided religious progress. * 

Lastly, while Christianity is not held to be the same now as it was eighteen 
hundred years ago, or while the amount of its advance is read into the records of its 
origin, Judaism is supposed to be either exactly the same as it was then, or, if it has 
changed for the better, to be losing its true character, Christianity, apparently, can 
develop without losing its distinctiveness : Judaism cannot. Thus, two things are 
done : first, a one-sided conception is formed of Judaism as it was; and, secondly, 
no divergence from this incomplete conception is recognised or admitted. Whether 
Judaism may not have developed in the very directions where its inadequacy i- 
most generaily set forth, whether atany rate it may not be capable of development 
along itsown lines, is never thoaght worthy of consideration. For students of 
religious philosophy, Judaism usually means an exaggerated representation of cer- 
tain characteristics of the faith at the time of Christ ; and the Judaism of the pre- 
sent day is imagined either to be identical with the supposed Judaism of the past, or 
so far as it is different, to be Judaism no more, But why should not the Judaism 
of the nineteenth century have as good a claim to be regarded as a true form of the 
Jewish re'igion asthe Judaism of anyearlier age! leven venture to believe that 
the possible Judaism of the fature, to which the course of events is pointing, might 
still be properly designated by the old name. 

But, although the arguments used against a possible revival of Jewish intluence 
inthe evolution of religion are somewhat qualified by these considerations, they still 
remain exceedingly strong. Iam therefore bound to repeat thatit is but tentatively 
and with much hesitation that Lnow proceed to point out certain elements in Judaism 
which may give its justification a reality and its existence a value at the present 
time. 

That we are now living in a period of much religious unrest and disquietade is 
tolerably clear. Religious sensationalism on the one side is confronted by secular- 
ism on the other. Every creed is on its trial: none can hope to escape the white 
light of critical and historical investigation. But the orthodox defenders of estab- 
lished faiths are no less eager than ever to maintain their ground. The pretensions 
they put forward are ‘as high and sweeping as in the past, and the vehemence 
of the one party is matched by the obstinate re-istance of the other. Real, 
though liberal, religious opinions may at present have no wide influence, 
but their mere existence has an importance of its own. | There isa value in 
a creed which protests against the extravagances of two opposite poles of religious 
opinions, while it supports what is true and genuinely tignificant in either.. The 
mere support'and protest given in an unconscious or semi-conscious manner by a 
creed. which does not trouble its head about the worlc beyond it, are not without 

their use, as. given consciously and deliberately, they sssume a deeper significance. Ag 
such a creed of reconcilement and mediation, Judaism deserves, I think, a fuller 
recognition than it usually receives, 

It ic very difficult to express accurately, and yet briefly, the merits which are 
here claimed for it; but, for the sake of making the path we have to tread easier and 
the goal more prominent, it may be well to avoid the dulness of circumlocution, even 
atithe risk of a misleading brevity 

Judaism teaches a mean between Trinitarianism and Deism. It protests against 
the superfiuity of the one and the inadequacy of the other. It protests against the 
insufficiency of an ethic which ignores God ; but it supports those who teach that 
the highest action is moral action, governed by purely moral views. It asserts the 
necessity of faith, and it is not without a theology of its own ; but it is unfriendly 
towards dogmas which are with difficulty harmonized with reason, and it is hostile 
to others which need any squaring with the most rigid reqairements of morality. 
While it protests against any iafringement of intellectual freedom, it is anxious to 
preserve a collective or organic unitythroughout its parts. It seeks to keep a hold 
upon the past, but to develop in the future; to maintain the truth of revelation 
without being riveted immovably to the written record of asingle revelation in by- 
yone ages, 

Two opposite forms of thought have here been pointed out, to which Judaism 
is supposed to supply a needed corrective or balance. But these bare assertions con- 
tain little beyond negatives, and nothing beyond vagueness. They need filling up 
by substantive illustration and proof. We have to look for the positive character- 
istics of value which Judaism either now possesses or which it might develop from 
itself. In other words, we have to ask, How far does Judaism satisfy the actual 
requirements of a modern religion - 

So worded, the idea may sound grotesque. A religion does not usually claim to 
satisfy existing requirements : it rather asserts the possession of truths which are 
ulknown or opposed to the teaching and We/tanschauung which it strives. to Sup- 
plant. If we were to pretend that a general test for the success of a new faith is 
the degree to which it can harmonize with the opinions it finds already established, 
the single example of Christianity would be sufficient to demolish so foolishan Idea, 
But in the present time, under changed conditions, it is very difficult to realize how 
a creed which should put forward doctrines in such startling contrast to the existing 
body of religious opinion, as were the doctrines of Christianity to the heatbenisun 
and philosophies of the Roman world, could meet with any brilliant success 
Civilisation is older and more stable. It werethe very depth of pessimism to believe 
that all the religious results of such long and splendid epochs of history should have 
to make way for wholly alien ideas, Forms of thought may changein expression, 
and grow in purity and fullness ; but there are general, moral], and religious tenden- 
cies Which, while passing forward to better, deeper realisation, will never be entirely 
set aside. Yet it would indicate an overweening belief in his width and accuracy. of 
vision, ifany man should attempt to lay down positively a list of conditions which 
a religion of the future will and must fulfil. Such a list may be offered tentatively 
for what it is worth : in this case, as sketchy and immature suggestions, of which 
the small possible value is probably still further reduced by their being framed tou 
partially in the interests of a particular faith.
